Opinion That Changes in the 
Department of the Gulf Are 
First Step in Concentration 
of National Military. 


When Adjutant General Scott, of the 


view printed in The Constitution sev- 
eral weeks ago, predicted that in the 
near future the national government 
would abandon Fort McPherson as an 
army post, the announcement was re- 
ceived with complaisance in most quar- 
ters and was passed up as a mirage in 
others, 

“The general is seeing things at 
night,” opined the incredulous; “the 
government isn’t going to move any- 
thing from Atlanta.”’ 

On the heels of General Scott’s pre- 
diction came the announcement from 
the war department that the majority 
of the officers of the depart- 
ment of the gulf are to be transferred 
from this city to another, and in spite 
of protesting senators, congressmen 
and committees, the order stands. 

Is that, then, the first move of the 
government in withdrawing its mili- 
tary forces from Atlanta? 

General Scott is firm in the belief 
that it is. It is in pursuance of the 
government’s -policy of concentrating 
the military. 

In the meantime the war department 

goes steadily about its way in investi- 
gating the feasibility of establishing a 
brigade post at Fort Oglethorpe, 
Chickamauga park. ; 
“When that brigade post is estab- 
lished,”’ says General. Scott, “the gov- 
ernment will establish three regiments 
there instead of one. Where will they 
come from?” 

The adjutant general is still firm in 
his belief, expressed through The Con- 
stitution some time ago, that it is only 
a question of time until Fort McPher- 
son goes the way of the orn of 
the gulf. 

“Some of the skeptical ities at 
me when I predicted the eventual aban- 
¢inment.of Fort McPherson,” said Gen- 
eral Scott Tuesday. “I based that pre- 
diction on the policy, which it is clear 
the government is pursuing, of ccncen- 
trating the smaller bodies of troops 
into larger ones. Be it far from me to 
say ‘I told you so,’ but it certainly ap- 
pears significant that at least a por- 
tion of the program has been carnied 
out by the transfer cf the department 
of the gulf. . 

“Some of these dzys the. announce- 
ment will come from Washington that 
Fort McPherson is to be abandoned, 
and it will then be too late for com- 
mittees to go to work,”

CUTTON FAMINE 
SEEN BY BROWN 


Bull Leader Says the Old 6 
Ain About. Exhausted, 


He Predicts Not Only Famine 
in Raw Cotton, but Also in 
Finished Cotton Goods---Un- 
der the Conditions, He Says 
World Needs a Huge Crop. 


New. Orleans, May 23.—W. P. Brown, 
the well-known bull leader in cotton; 
one of the first to predict 16 cents for the 
summer months of this season, is once 
more a daily visitor on the cotton ex- 
change, and the gossip of the floor is 
that he has an active interest in the 
market. He seems to have almost com- 
pletely recovered from his recent ill- 
ness, which was the cause of his re- 
turn to his home here from New York, 
where, during the winter, he was en- 
gaged in large operations in the cot- 
ton market there. 

_ Cetton Famine Predicted. 

From his utterances since he left his 
sick bed, Mr. Brown has not changed 
his attitude toward cotton. He is as 
bullish as ever. Today he said: 

“Back in harness again and well 
once more, I cannot see anything ahead 
to make me feel bearish on the old 
crop of cotton. There is nothing but 
famine ahead, and not only famine in 
raw cotton, butialso in finished cotton 
goods. Merchants have been drawing 
on their supplies without replacing 
So long that their shelves are bare. 
This point is fully as important as is 
the situation in raw cotton itself. 

“IT don’t want to say how high the 
old crop is going. In faét, I don’t want 
to say anything about. prices. Away 
back at the first of the season I went 
on record regarding my views on the 
value*of cotton and present quotations 
for July prove that I was correct.” 


Big Crop Needed. 


Regarding the new crop, Mr. Brown 
is extremely conservative. He said: 

“It is altogether too early in the sea- 
son to say much about the. new crop. 
Who-ean tell what is going to happen? 
We may have good weather and we 
may have bad. In another week or two 
the present sutiook may be altogether 
changed. There is only one thing about 
the crop that we really know, and that 
is that after such famine conditions as 
we have been facing for the last year 
or two the world needs a huge crop. 
We.don't know whether that huge crop 
.* to be raised or not.”

Washington, May 23.—The joint reso- 
lution admitting Arizona and New 
Mexico to immediate statehood, but 
withholding approval of the constitu- 
tions of both states until the people 
have voted on certain proposed amend- 
ments to them, passed the house of 
representatives this afternoon by a 
viva voce vote. No roll call was de- 
manded on the final vote. On a pre- 
ceding motion to recommit the resolu- 
tions, made by Republican Leader 
Mann, thirty-one republicans voted 
with the democrats, defeating the mo- 
tion, 214 to 67. 

Ne Coercion in Measure, 

The resolution requires Arizona to 
vote on an amendment. removing the 
recall] provision as it applies to judges; 
and requires New Mexico to vote on an 
amendment .making its constitution 
more easily amenable in the future. 
Neither state ig required to adopt the 
amendments proposed by congress. 
Whether they are approved or rejected 
by the proposed referendum, the con- 
stitutions of the new states will stand 
finally approved when the respective 
votes nuve been taken. 

The resolution passed in the form 
proposed by the democratic majority 
or the committee on territories. Etf- 
forts were made by the republicans to 
force Arizona to vote out of its con- 
stitution the recall of judges and give 
iminediate and unqualified approval to 
the New Mexico constitution. Both 
provisions were rejected singly and 
later, when Mr. Mann embodied them 
in a motion to recommit the measure, 
they weré voted down.

Hecled By Popular Vote 


John Sharp Williams Warns 
Root That He Favors Direct 
Popular Vote, but Cannot 
Support Federal Supervision 
of Senatorial Elections. 


Washington, May 23.—With a warp- 
ing from Senator Root against experi- 
mention with the constitution and a 
caution from Senator John Sharp Wil- 
liams, of Mississippt, 
could not support federal supervision of 
senatorial elections, though favorable 
to direct popular vote, the senate today 
spent two hours without action, dis- 
cussing the house resolution for elect- 
ing United States senators by direct 
popular vote. 

Mr. Root opposed the entire proposi- 
tion to amend the constitution as to 
senatorial elections, his especial objec- 
tion being to depriving congress of the 
supervision of senatorial elections. He 
thought popular election of senators 
would result in the senate’s deterioria- 
tion. 

Williams After Root. 

Mr. Williams said that Mr. Root, 
only “distinguished but notorious” 
his ingenuity, had not covered up the 
motives in retaining supervision of the 
senatorial elections. With the elections 
transferred to the polls, said Mr. Wil- 
liams, and federal supervision retained, 
there would be exercise of federal con-

trol when a senator is to be elected and 
he expressed surprise that Mr. Bristow, 
the insurgent republican senator, should 
push his southern allies in to this un- 
natural position. 

“Can no form of administration be 
adopted, without demanding from, the 
south some sacrifice?” asked Mr. Wil- 
liams feelingly.

Enraged Mob Stamps Upon 
and Hangs a Double 
Murderer. 


Gallatin, Tenn., May 23.—Three hours 
after Jim Sweat, a negro, had murdered 
David F. Barry, Jr., and his cook, Min- 
nie Draper, he was captured near here, 
the scene of the murders, this morning, 
and lynched by an enraged mob of 
Summer county citizens. 

The negro committed the crimes be- 
fore daybreak. Fearing the negro, 
Minnie Draper had asked to spend the 
night at the home of hef employer. 
When she rose to go to the kitchen, 
she was confronted by Sweat, who 
chased her back into the house, where 
the double murder followed. 

After he had barricaded himself in 
a barn and had wounded four members 
of the posse after him, his hiding place 
was entered by two officers from the 
Tear, and the segro taken prisoner. 
The mob quickly took possession of 
him. He was then nearly stamped to 
death and later hanged.

He 
has been county school commissioner 
of Henry county for the last -eight 
years, and he has made “4 state-wide 
reputation for pfogressiveness and 
getting results. He has also been trus- 
tee for Henry county of the sixth dis- 
trict agficultural school..

Prof. Duffey resigned both of these 
positions Tuesday for the purpose of 
taking charge of his new work, and 
Governor Brown appointed Col. T. J. 
Brown, of McDonough, chairman, of 
the Henry county board of education, 
as trustee for the agricultural school 
from that county. Prof. Duffey’s suc- 
cessor as county school commissioner 
will be chosen later on. 

Meving to the Front. 

It has been determined to inject a 
little electricity into the sixth district 
agricultural school. Four changes are 
to be made in the faculty. One of thd 
new instructors has already been 
chosen, Miss Lula Hall, of Thomson, 
who will have charge of the depart- 
ment of music, free hand drawing and 
art. Three other teachers are yet to 
be chosen. 

Three of the old teachers will re- 
Main with the school, namely, Miss 
Maude Smith in charge of the depart- 
ment of domestic arts and sciences and 
millinery; Prof. T. O. Galloway, at the 
head of scientific agriculture, and 
Prof. Cc. W. Pittard, a Tech graduate, 
who has the department of mathemat- 
ics and mechanics. 

Professor Duffey, who was in At- 
lanta Tuesday, stated he had assurance 
that the sixth district school would 
start its fall term in September with 
100 or more students. Applications 
are coming in from all parts of the 
district, and’ many are eager to enter.

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SHIPPERS TO GIVE |NATIONAL OWLS 


NEW RATE TRIAL 


If They Prove Unsatisfactory, 
Then Appeal Will Be 
Made. 


Atlanta shippers have decided to give 
the increased local transportation 
charges a trial before making a pro- 
test against the enforcement of the 
rates as authorized by the railroad 
commission in an order issued oe 
days ago. 

As préviously stated in The Consti- 
tution, these rates constitute an in- 
crease of from 100 to 150 per cent over 
the former rate of $2 per car, which 
the railroads have charged in the past, 
and the announcement of the order of 
the commission caused considerable 
dissatisfaction among local shippers. 

Several of the shippers suggested 
that the Atlanta Freight Bureau should 
be requested to call*’a meeting of the 
shippers for the purpose of discussing 
the rates and protesting against their 
enforcement, but after thorough con- 
sideration it was decided that it would 
be better to give the new rates & trial. 

W. L. Fain, président of the Atlanta 
Grain Dealers’ Association, stated 
Tuesday afternoon that he has con- 


leulted several shippers and Harry T. 


Moore, of the Atlanta Freight Bureau, 
and with some of the railroad officials, 
and that the decision has been reache 
that the wisest step at this time is to 
give the rates @ test, and-then if they 
fail to prove satisfactory to go before 
the commission with whatever com- 
plaint is deemed advisable. 

One point on which the shippers are 
not certain is the attitude which the 
railroads will take with regard to what 
is known as the switching limit. ‘ 

In the past the railroads have 
switched cars at tMe flat rate of $2 
per car, and have fixed a circle with a 
radius three miles from the center of 
the city as the switching point. 

The question, theretore, that arises 
among the shippers is: 

Will the railroads, under the increas- 
ed charges allowed by the commission, 
disregard this three- mile limit and 
handle all industrial movement at the 
rate fixed by the commission, whether 
the movement be three, four or five 
miles from the center of the eity, or 
will they regard the three- -mile Mmit 
and refuse to handle movements be- 
yond it at the rate allowed by the com- 
mission?

TAKING HEALTH TO THE RESORT. 


On the threshold of the vacation season, it is an excellent idea 
to debate the wisdom of taking the health propaganda to the coun- 
try districts, and the summer resort. Im the towns and cities, pub- 
lic attention has been increasingly focused on sanitation, with es- 
pecial reference to stamping out contagion and minimizing the 
typhoid fly. But, for obvious reasons, the crusade has not made‘as 
great headway in the country. As a result, the country itself, and 
the city people resorting thereto, are the sufferers. 

Proof is offered in the fact that the average city and town phy- 
Sician regularly anticipates a crop of typhoid patients. following-the 
vacation season. At home, the city resident is fairly well guarded 
against disease. Sanitary laws are in force, house- flies and mosquti- 
toes are kept well in hand, and contagion of every nature subdued 
as far as science and the liberality of financial ‘departments will 
admit. 

The traveler may leave this relatively healthy environmeént in 
search of change or pleasure, and get into a resort where the water 
supply is contaminated, or where other sanitary regulations are 
honored rather in the breach than tn the observance. Running safe-. 
ly the gauntlet of serious diseases at home, he ineubates typhoid 
abroad, or incurs other disorders from impure water and food.

FINGER-PRINT EVIDENCE. 


The conviction of a New York burglar by the evidence of his 
finger prints in Judge Rosalky's court recently is,a reminder that 
the one-time spectacular “properties” of the detective novel are being 
materialized as first aids to the enforcement of the law. The par- 
ticular burglar had manufactured what appeared to be an impreg- 
nable alibi. It was in’ doubt whether the jury would convict on 
the evidence of his finger prints, taken haphazard upon the sill of a 
window of the plundered dwelling. 

But when he was confronted with a tell-tale duplicate of his 


| finger markings, the burglar collapsed and confessed. 


Scientists and criminologists have about reached the fixed con- 
clusion that the finger print is infallible as a means of identifica- 
tion. It is claimed that out of more than 150,000 casés recorded, 
no two charts of prints exactly coincided. The microscope was gen- 
erally necessary to reveal the distinction. But once placed under 
the lens, the photograph pf the print showed an individuality much 
more unmistakable than the features of its-owner.

TAFT DEDICATES 
COPTAM LIBRARY 


It Cost Over $10,000,000, and 
Is Built Entirely of White 
Marble. 


New York, May 23.—The New York 
public library, the largest, most costly 
and by many thought to be the most 
beautiful library building in the coun- 
try, was dedicated here this afternoon 
by President Taft, Governor Dix and 
Mayor Gaynor. 

The new library, of white marble 
throughout, has been twelve years 
builging and cost more than $10,000,- 
000. Its endowment and collections 
are provided by a merger of three pri- 
vate foundations—the Astor and Lenox 
libraries and the Tilden foundation— 
but the city gave the land and defray- 
ed the cost of erection. 

President Taft spoke at the exer- 
cises, saying in part: 

“The dedication of this structure for 
the spread of knowledge marks the 
consummation of a noteworthy plan 
for bringing within the grasp of the 
humblest and poorest citizen the op- 
portunity for acquiring information. 

“The accumulation of books, in a sin- 
gle library without facilities for their 
consultation, exanmMnation and distri- 
bution, is like great veins of valuable 
minerals without mines and transpor- 
tation needed to make the materials 
available. : 

“It is in the facility of circulation 
and in the immense number of books 
that are distributed each year for use 
to the citizens of New York that this 
library easily takes the first rank. 

“The Astor library, founded in 1849, 
and begun and enriched by the gener- 
osity of three generations of the As- 
tor family, was only a library of refer- 
ence, consisting of rare historical 
books, pamphlets and manuscripts. 

“The Lenox library, made possible 
through the generosity and_=° infinite 
pains and labor and love of James 
Lenox, gave to this foundation a 
precious biblical collection, and a won- 
derful library of American history. 

“The Tilden foundation brought 16,- 
000 volumes of a political library and 
a foundation of $2,000,000. 

“We applaud the generosity of Mr. 
Andrew Carnegie, whose munificence 
will provide for sixty branches in all 
parts of the city.”

Federal Judge Rules in Test 
Case Growing Out of 
Forged Cotton Bills. 


New York, May 23-—Judge Noyes in 
the United States circuit court today 
rendered a decision in a test case to 
decide whether New York banks are 
liable for the amounts of drafts accom- 
panying forged cotton bills of lading of 
Knight, Yancey & Company, of Deca- 
tur, Alabama; which were paid by vari- 
ous English and Cofttinental banks. 

His ruling is in favor of Anthony S&S. 
Hannay, a cotton broker, and others of 
Liverpool against the Guaranty Trust 
Company, of New York, which had de- 
murred to the complaint of Hannay that 
it was responsible for $7,000 which the 
bank of Liverpool paid on Hannay’s ac- 
count in February 1910 on a draft ac- 
companying a bill of lading purporting 
to represent a shipment of 100 bales of 
cotton. 

The Bank of Liverpool, the complaint 
said, in accepting and paying the draft 
believed, as also did Hannay, that the 
bill of lading was a valid instrument 
and that neither the bank ner Hannay 
had relied in any way on the general 
credit of Knight, Yancey & Company. 

The Guaranty Trust Company demur- 
red on the ground that the complaint 
failed to state facts sufficient to consti- 
tute a cause for action. This contention 
was not sustained by Judge Noyes, who 
overruled the demurrer but gave thé 
Guaranty Trust Company privilege to 
answer within thirty days upon ‘the 
payment of costs >

TALK LESS, ACT MORE 
IN THE SERVANT PROBL 

There has come some indorsemenfs, 
some condemnation of the suggestion 
made in this department Tuesday 
morning that the responsibility of a 
large part of the servant problem in 
Atlanta is due to the Inefficiency of the 
housekeeper as well as to the ineffi- 
clency of the servant. There is a gen- 
however, on the sug- 
gestion made that the subject of house- 
hold economics and domestic science 


Lshould be. a part of tle curriculum of 


every school elementary, secondary or 
of collegiate pretension, ‘where a girl 
is beng trained. Especially in all pub- 
lic school systems, it is argued, thé 
curriculum should have these branches 
corelated with the academic or what- 
ever the course 1s. 

“It is all nonsense to-talk about the 
girl being taught these -thirigs at 
home,” said one mother honest énough 
to tell the truth. “In the first place; 
the average servant;of the present 
would not want to be interrupted by 
the cooking lesson in the kitchen; the 
average housekeeper has not time to 
go into the kitchen to give the lesson, 
and. what schoolgirl is there, who, 
when she comes from school, would be 
willing to go to the kitThen and take 
a cooking lesson? 

“When she is out of school she can- 
not find the time. 

“Experience is a great teacher, and 
housekeeping perfected requires expe- 
rience, but in the meantime there should 
be time made for a girl to learn the 
fundamental principles of home life 
during her schoo) life. Modern educa- 
tion by this time should have reached 
that degree of progress when the idea 
of equipping children for life is being 
put into practice, and certainly no girl 
is equipped for life who is not taught 
something about the home—thp prac- 
tical and aesthetic phases of the home. 

“IT can’t help but think that if women 
would talk less when meeting socially 
about the servant problem and would 
act more in the matter they might be- 
gin to improve a condition which has 
been working up to the present evil 
for fifty years. 

“If they would investigate and gee, 
for instance, wilféther the school sys- 
tem of their community is fulfilling the 
idea of fitting children for life, and if 
it is not, unite with those working 
for this betterment, conditions might 
be changed. 

“But as long as women (as many do) 
measure life by the narrow sphere of 
what concerns them personally, this 
selfishness will react upon them, and 
they will go on having troubles with 
their household affairs. They must 
equip themselves and the generation 
over which they have influence, to 
meet the domestic demands upon them, 
then look out again and see whether 
the race they look to for service is 
being trained for that service. In 
other words, are the negroes entirely 
to blame for their present inefficien- 
cy?”

eggs. Pour this over the asparagus 
and place inside the oven till the eggs 
are set, 

Spinach Omelet, 

Stir four eggs into two tablespon- 
fuls of dressed spinach, the eggs hav- 
ing been previously beaten, whites and 
yolks separately. Add a small quan- 
tity of finely chopped opion, also pep- 
per and salt. Mix thoroughly. Place 
in oven, in buttered dish. 


Rhubarb Pie. 

For this pie use one cupful of chop- 
ped rhubarb, one cupful of sugar. one 
beaten egg, one tablespoonful of flour, 
and a little nutmeg. Mix these ingre- 
dients all together, and bake between 
two crusts.

The old crop, however, failed 
to improve, and in the late trading 
July sold at 15.92 or 15 points net low- 
er. The close was within a point or 
two from the lowest. 

There were rumors during mgt day 
that one of the New Orleans bull Oper- 
ators was selling August here, through 
local brokers, but it was May and July 
that showed the greatest weakness, 
— the failure of weather prospects to 

est any-relief from droughty con- 
ait ons in Oklahoma and the Carolinas 
hélped to sustain the new crop months. 

Fall River advices reported a further 
improvement in the demand for goods 
and predicted an advance in prices, but 


private advices from the south claimed | 


that the demand for spot cotton was 
becoming less active, and, while lead- 
ing bulls were buyers of August here 
* on the deoline, there seemed to be liitte 
immediate support for either May or 
July contracts.

@otton futures opened quiet and steady, 2 to 
4 points down on the old crop months and un- 
changed on the new. Cables were better than ex- 
pected, but the influence was lost because of 
good weather reports from the cotton belt. The 
‘wéather map showed good rains in the eastern 
half of the belt and it was generally accepted 
that the drought loqalities that have caused cor- 
siderable uneasiness of late were relieved... Im- 
mediately after the call, Hayne was a heavy 
bidder for May and July, but the ring sold him 
little cotton. At the end of the first half hour 
of business, the old creps were 1 point down and 
the new crops were 1 to 2 up, compared with 
yesterday's close. 

Around the middle of the morning, the old 
crop months were at the level of yesterday's 
close and thie was the highest they got up to 
noon. The forecast of more. showers for the 
eastern half of the belt and very good reports 
from traveling crop experts stimulated selling 
by shorts and increased the deSire of weaker 
longs to liquidate before the time of the pending 
bureau reports on conditions and acreage should 
be too near.

RALLIED - 
BEFORE SESSION’S CLOSE 
Weak Most of Day---Fight 
on U. S. Steel. 


New York, May 23.—An open conflict 
of speculative sentiment unsettled the 
stock market toshy and prices moved 
irregularly. Trading was almost the 
lightest in a week until the final hour.

All want to see themselves succeéd. 


and see others succeeding. The enter- 
prise is full of interest ang the re- 
sults encouraging. The man or woman 
that reads good poultry literature is 
surer to suceeed than those who do 
not in any business. The most earnest 
workers find themselves greatly ben- 
efited by reading of the work of oth- 
ers. Through good management and 
attention to details, the poultry indus- 
try is sure to lead on to success. Rais- 
ing poultry is not an obscure means of 
earning money, but one that is in the 
front yard of “get there.” 

One needs to study the demands of 
the trade, and they are healthy fowls, 
large eggs, tender friers, and lots of 
them. In a. small way, a few hens 
used to do the business, but now it 
takes thousands of hens and more 
thousands of eggs. 

“Here are some chickens in this 
coop,” says the farmer, “that are fine, 
fat and tender.” ‘“‘Never saw chickens 
brought to market in such filthy con- 
dition,” said a storekeeper. Cleanli- 
ness must be an item of interest and 
chickens must be brought to market 
in good shape and clean, roomy coops.

mendations. To mix a few sick hens 
in with healthy ones will destroy the 
sale of the whole lot, and honest deal- 
ers will not do this. One cannot sell 
off sick hens for well ones, nor can old, 
poor fowls be smuggled in and bring 
food prices. | 

Nothing attracts reafly buyers like 
fresh coops, red combs and clean sgur- 
roundings. Péople want good chickens 
to eat, and they are willing to pay 
for them. The small merchant may 
not be a shrewd buyer, but he soon 
learns to know a tender, fat fowl. 

The large buyers thoroughly under- 
stand the market conditions, and can 
inetantly see where the good fowls are 
and as quickly detect misrepresenta- 
tions.

Case of “Blonde Boss.” 


Situation Further Complicated 
by Introduction of Third Lori- 
mer Resolution by the Demo- 
crats---The Democrats Want- 
ed Illinois “Jack-Pot” Probed. 


Washington, May 23.—The “Lorimer 
case” again was to the fore in the 
senate today. A resolution of inquiry 
offered by Senator Martin, the demo- 
cratic leader, intended as a substitute 
for the La Follette and Dillingham 
resolutions, and a continuation of a 
speech by Senator La Follette, fur- 
nished the features. 

Mr, La Follette was still speaking 
when the senate adjourned... He gave 
notice that he would continue his re- 
marks tomorrow, when he hoped to 
conclude his plea for a reinvestigation 
of the bribery charges brought in con- 
nection with the election of the Illi- 
nois senator. 


Country Against Lorimer. 

Mr. La Follette reviewed the recent 
proceedings of the Illinols legislature 
to the Lorimer case. He said he was 
convinced that there was still more 
testimony to be adduced. 

“The people of the country,” he said, 
“rejected our former verdict as if by 
one voice. Nothing ever is settled until 
it a: settled right: it is’ God’s eternal 
juMtice, pulling to.make things plumb.” 

He was sure that public opinion had 
been right in this case, and saying 
that he wanted the senate to view it- 
self in the mirror of such opinion, he 
held aloft a huge collection of news- 
paper clippings, condemning the sen- 
ate’s decision in the case. 

Mr. La Follette quoted the senate’s 
action in the Dupont case, in an effort 
to justify the demand for a reopening, 
contending that the senate, as well as 
other tribunals, should exercise the 
privilege of reviewing its own pro- 
ceedings. ; ” 


Corruption Fund of $100,000. 

He presented a voluminous transcript 
of the Illinois legisiature’s record in 
the Lorimer case. He read freely from 
the testimony by Kohlsaat, Funk and 
Hines, foncerning the use of a corrup- 
tion fund of $100,000, which, it was 
charged, had been used in influencing 
votes in Lorimer’s behalf. Me said 
that Hines, after a publication regard- 
ing the $100,000 fund, tried to blur his 
former conversations.. 

“The trick is somewhat stale,” Mr. La 
Follette said, “and is a mark of guilt. 
He took the back track. He went to 
funk, and I have rio doubt he had simi- 
lar interviews with all whom he had ap- 
proached in the interest of the fund.” 

He contended that many statements 
made by witness Hines would be proved 
if the senate re-opens the case. 

Repeating a telephone conversation 


some one In Springfiéld, while the Lor- 
imer election was pending, Mr. La- 
Follette asserted that on that occasion 
Hines had talked with Lorimer, not- 
withstanding he had addressed the per- 
son at the other end of the line as “gov- 
ernor.” Mr. La Follette quoted from 
Hines in an effort to show that Hines 
talked with Lorimer about money. 


Democrats Intreduce Resolution. 

The Lorimer situation in the senate 
was further complicated late today by 
the introduction of a third resolution, 
calling for an investigation of 
charges of bribery in connection with 
the election of the junior senator from 
Illinois. The resolution was offered on 
behalf of the democratic minority by 
Senator Martin. It goes further than 
the La Follette and Dillingham reso- 
lutions, in that it provides specifically 
for an inquiry into the “jack-pot” fund 


nection with Lorimer. 

The Martin. resolution would leave 
with the committee on privileges and 
elections the investigation of the in- 


ers of a court. 

It is thought the new investigating 
committee will be Senators Dillingham, 
chairman; Sutherland and Kenyon, re- 
publicans, and Kern and Lea, demo- 
crats. The last three are serving their 
first senatorial terms. All are members 
of the cemmittee on privileges and 
elections.

“A conspiracy, or arrangement of
